prevent "cut rates" In 
-medicines violate the, Sherman anti- 
trust law or the common law in 
straint of trade? 


That question 
was argued 


before the supreme court of the United 
States. Upon the decision of the court 
is said to depend the continuation of 
"cut rates" In proprietary medicines 
In the United States. It probably will 
be -several weeks before the court will 
announce Its decision. 


Indiana ' Company Plaintiff. 


The question was brought 
before 


the court by the Dr. Miles Medical 
company, of Elkhart. Indiana. 
A few 


yenrg ago that company entered Into 
certain contracts with dealers In medi- 
cines throughout the country. These 
were not contracts of wale, so the com- 
pany now contends, but contracts of 
consignment, under which the dealers 
did not become 
the owners .of the 


medicines, but did become agents of 
the company. 
One of the, conditions 


of the contracts wns that the dealers 
should sell only to ccrtafVf persons and 
at certain prices. 


John D. Parks & Sons company, of 


Cincinnati. Ohio, did not enter Into a 
contract with, the' Dr. Miles Medlca' 
company, but the latter charges the 
Cincinnati firm with Inducing others 
who did make such contracts to break 
the conditions concerning persons and 
price. 
The manufacturing company 


went Into the courts asking for an 
injunction against the Cincinnati firm 
to prevent It from procuring contract 
violations and from selling the medi- 
cine at cut rates. 


Lurton Announced Decision. 


Justice Lurton. then on the circuit 


bench, announced the opinion of the 
United States circuit court of a,ppeals 
for the sixth circuit. In which the In- 
junction requested 
by the manufac- 


turer was denied. 
The case was ap- 


pealed tri the supreme court, and Frank 
F. Reed and Edward S. Rogers pre- 
sented, a brief In support of the posi- 
tion taken by the Dr. Miles Medical 
company. 
Alton B. -Parker and Wil- 


liam J. Shroder filed a brief for the 
John D. Park & Sons company. 


In the brief for the manufacturer, 


it was urged that the lower court hail 
erred in holding that even if the con- 
tracts were construed as contracts of 
consignment, or agency that they were 
void because in restraint of trade, both 
at common law and under the STierman 
anti-trust law. 


Not in Restraint of Trade. 


In the first, place it was argued In 


the brief that contracts between a. 
principal and an agent were not in re- 
straint of trade, whatever conditions 
were included in the contracts. Fur- 
thermore, it was contended that, the 
medicines embodied trade secrets and 
frorfi the very nature of the articles 
the owner of the secrets was entitled 
to a monop'oly therein. 


In the brief prepared by Mr. Parker 


and Mr. Shroder it was argued that 
the courts could not insure an unneces- 
sary monopoly, in proprietary medi- 
cines. It was argued that the manu- 
facturer was asking for a protection 
granted only to patented articles, with- 
out subscribing to the condition im- 
posed upon patented articles, namely 
that they will become available to the 
public after a few years. 
Extended 


arguments were presented In the brief 
to show that the contracts violated 
the common law and the Sherman act.

society, which was 
organized last 


summer, and which has 
practically 


died out for lack of support, took on 
a new lease of life at a meeting held 
in the assembly room o£ the court 
house Tuesday night, when the society 
was virtually 
reorganized by 
over 


fl'ftv enthusiastic old and new mem- 
bers, who. despite the failure of past 
efforts, are confident tliat the com- 
munity has awakened to a realization 
of the peril of the white plague and 
-will support any effort to lessen the 
spread of the disease. 


The meeting opened at 7:30 oclock 


with Dr. E. M. VanBuskirk. county 
health officer, in the chair as tempo- 
rary chairman. Dr. VanBuskirk gave 
a short talk in which he outlined the 
peril of tuberculosis and the necessity 
of taking means to stamp it out. Fol- 
lowing Dr. VanBuskirk. Dr. Eric Cru 1. 
secretary of the city board of health, 
addressed the meeting and quoted sta- 
tistics to show the decrease m tne 
death rate from tuberculosis in the 
state of Indiana since various com- 
munities had undertaken a campaign 
to stamp out the disease. The estab-
